The medical report for this year, as for several 
previous years, indicates that eye and ear conditions 
among the Newbury pupils are much better than the 
average among school children. The number of cases 
of defective teeth continues to increase. Dental defects 
were found in 77 per cent of the pupils examined last 
year. This year 94 per cent were found to have defect- 
ive teeth. The negiect of teeth may account in part for 
infected tonsils. 


Instruction and School Activities 


- The excellent work commenced last year in pen- 
manship has been extended to more pupils and has been 
productive of even more ‘proficiency. An exhibit of the 
improvement in handwriting made by several Newbury 
pupils was presented at the Teachers’ Institute hed 
_ during the Fall Term at Newbury Station. If a teach- 
er of penmanship could be secured to give such in- 
struction even once a week in each of the schools, it 
would be a distinct advantage to our school system. 

Interest and instruction in humanized geography 
and consequently in current history have been greatly 
encouraged and improved by the provisions made by 
the School Board and teachers for the use of some of 
the most profitable and up-to-date books of reference. 
Chief among these are the Compton Encyclopedias re- 
centiy made available for the use of the ‘pupils in two 
of the schools. 

A simple but effective means of arousing and de- 
veloping the sense of civic responsibility has been well 
conducted in the District No. 2 school. The teacher and 
pupils conduct their own Community Club with its el- 
ective officers, constitution and by-laws. Each week 
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a meeting of the Club is conducted according to parli- 
amentary practice. The Club takes care of the school 
building and grounds, provides playground materials, 
and assumes the entire expense and preparation:of the 
school lunches. It has merited and gained the most 
generous support of ‘parents and other citizens. I.
